Yiuir  Majesty  llu' followinif  lU'jxirt : — 

Rejioits  have  been  received  from  tlie  ayent  of  the  Ijoard  in  C.uiada  relatuifr  to  the 
KOttlomeuts  at  Killai'ney.  in  Manitoba,  and  at  Saltcoats,  in  the  North-\V est  Territories, 
for  the  year  lSit2  Tiu'  former  was  established  in  the  summer  of  1S8S  and  the  latter 
in  the  spi'ing  of  lss',1. 

Statements  are  apjiended  givinn^  extracts  from  the  reports  of  tho  agent  (Appendix  A) 
and  summari(>s  of  the  statistics  (Ap|)endix  B.).  showins,'  the  position  of  the  various 
families  in  l>^i)2,  with  the  particulars  of  the  aereaj^e  under  \vh(>at,  oats,  and  pc)fitoos 
in  the  years  In'JO.  iMH,  and  ls>)2.  of  tlie  live  stock  <<u  tlie  farms,  and  other 
inl'oi'ination. 

W'ltli  reu'ard  to  ihc  KiTlarney  Setllement,  ii  will  \)v  si'cn  that  it  continues  to  develo{) 
in  a  sati-faetury  nuinner,  that  the  area  umk'r  cultivatiem  increases  year  liy  year,  and 
that  considerable  atieniiou  is  idso  i;iven  to  the  I'aising  of  stock. 

Tlie  lota!  area  nf  hmd  at  present  under  cultivation  is  4,19()  acres,  of  which  2, .0(55 
behuiL!-  to  llu'  heai!s  of  families' — an  averaire  of  NG.l  acres  each  family— and  1,630 
acres  totlu'  younger  menilters  of  families  who  have  t.ikcn  uj)  farms,  which  represents 
about  '['•'>  acrrs  per  person.  .Vhogether  the  avei'age  of  the  .'K)  families  is  nearly  140 
acres  [ler  family. 

The  esMmaie  of  ilie  crops  in  the  settlement  in  \>^d\,  ami  the  prices  whic!.  it  was 
expected  would  be  realised,  turned  out  to  be  somewhat  exc'ssive,  for  reasons  which  are 
explained  in  the  agcmt's  r'epori. 

On  a  low  eonipiitalion  it  will  be  sec  n  tliat  the  value  of  the  crops  last  year  was  greater 
than  in  .my  [irevious  year,  notwithstanding  the  low  prices  wliich  have  prevailed  for 
pi'odnce  of  all  kinds. 

There  is  no  doubt  tliat  the  ]insition  of  lliis  settlement  siiould  be  satisfactory.  The 
families  are  not  (udy  self-suppuriing.  i)ut  they  oughi  to  have,  in  most  cases,  a  surplus 
with  whieh  to  meet  the  obligations  they  have  incurred.  They  an?  certainly  in  a 
position  to  which  they  could  not  haveatiaiued  in  the  |iarts  of  Scotland  from  which  they 
came. 

We  icgrei  vve  are  obliged  to  report  that  the  fir.-t  instalment  of  the  advaiu'es  made  to 
the  Kilhirney  Crofters,  wiiieh  became  due  in  the  autumn  of  last  year,  has  not  been 
met. 


The  po>ilioTi  eif  each  family  is  being  iiupiired  into,  as  well  as  the  reasons  which  they 
ve   for  their   inal)ilitv  to   carrv  out    ilieir  agreement,   and   tlie    Hoard   \

measures  that  may  be  necessary  for  tho  protection  of  its  interests. 

The  socuntv  which  the  Board  iiolds  is  believed  to  be  far  in  excess  of  the  lialiiliiy  of 
th(>  settlemeui.  This  is  proved  by  the  informal  oilers  which  have  recently  been  uiaue 
liv  I  ,and  :.iid  1  nveslmeiit  ( 'ompanii's  to  cnn>idor  the  ir,iusf(>r  of  the  Board's  indebtedness 
to  lluui.

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SiTiei'  Uii-  a.'unial  ropdrt  of  the  iiu'i'iit  was  ri'ceivnd,  thi;  Board  Las  hcou  ii.formod. 
much  to  iis  ivL'ivt,  iliai  the  hinil  in  the  occupation  of  many  of  tho  KiUarncy  scttthir.s 
ha:<  liiH'ii  sold  \)\'  tho  Uical  niiiniciiiality  in  (•()nst'(i nonce  of  tlio  non-jiaynient  of  tho 
niuniciital  taxes.  '  Tlio  iiidcl)te(lnejis  ranired  ffoin  i<'2l  •  14  lo  $.0'J  ■ 'Jl ,  thototal  iiidi  Idid- 
ne^s  on  the  lie*  lioinesteads  involved  tJoiug  rather  under  !>;1,200,  or  an  i'verai,'e  of  about 
!:;34,  etiual  to  0/.  lOs.  UJ.  per  settler.  Tiie  total  nundier  of  .settlers,  inchidinj;  the  iieads 
of  fninilies,  and  tlie  younj^cr  members  who  have  taken  upland,  is  ovir  flO,  so  that 
apparently  many  of  the  settlers  hav((  paid  their  taxes.  The  lands  have  Leon  lioui;-ht  in 
by  llio  mimicipality,  and  can  bo  redeemed  at  a  {jremium  within  a  year  or  two  years. 
The  Board  have  not  yet  bt  n  i  formed  of  the  circuinstaTiees  under  which  the  crofters 
allowed  their  land  to^bo  sol,'  ji  view  of  the  small  amounts  due  by  thetu.  There  seems 
to  bo  no  reason  why  tho  taxes  sluiuld  not  havi"  l)eeu  paid  as  lliey  fell  due.  in  view  of 
the  com])aralively  satisfactory  position  of  the  settlers,  as  demoiistrited  by  tho  Apjteii- 
diees  to  this  report.  'IMm  matter  is  now  in  thi'  hands  of  tiie  solicitors  of  the  Boi'rd 
with  a  view  to  measures  beinti:  taken  to  induce  the  settlers  to  meet  their  iial)ilities,  and 
to  preserve  intact  the  security  of  the  Hoard  fur  the  advatices  made. 

\Ve  regret  to  .state  that  tho  position  of  the  Saltcoats  Hettloment  is  not  so  satisfactory 
as  that  at  Killarney.  and  that  only  IS  families  out  of  the  -i'J  originally  sent  out  remain 
upon  the  land.  There  are  also  1.'5  of  the  younger  members  of  the  families  still  retaining 
their  lands.     This  matter  was  referred  to  in  our  last  Kepuri. 

This  settlement  has  bet  n  unfortunate,  to  a  certain  extent,  and  various  (jtht'r  causes 
liiive  contributed  to  bring  iil)oiit  lliiit  result. 

It  carnot,  however,  be  poitiied  out  too  strongly  that,  from  the  first,  many  of  the  hi'ads 
of  tho  families  which  have  abandoned  their  holdings  did  not  show  that  (energy  iind 
enterprise  Avhich,  after  a  short  stay  in  tiie  country,  their  fellow-.set tiers  at  Killarney 
manifested. 

In  the  first  year  of  ihcir  arrival,  as  explained  in  ]n'evioiis  I'eports,  and  in  the 
evidence  given  lieiore  the  (.'olonisation  ('uiumittee,  those  families  which  acee|ited  the 
land  selected  for  them  were  a  long  time  ii  getting  to  work.  A  number  of  fandlies 
refused  to  settle  on  tlie  land  set  apart  for  iliein,  and  selected  lainl  at  some  distance  off. 
which  was  not  of  so  good  n  (piality.     All  those  have  abandoned  tiieir  farms. 

In  1^6'.^  owing  to  the  diibeulties  connected  with  the  settlement  and  to  tiie  dtday  in  the 
people  getting  to  work,  they  had  little  or  no  cro[i.  In  l.v.M)  they  had  not  so  much 
land  iinUer  cultivation  as  could  have  been  expected,  but  tho  crops  were  excellent  in 
quantity  ;ind  quality.  The  grain,  however,  was  niuch  damaged  at  harvest  time  by 
heavy  tain,  and  owing  to  not  being  properly  stacked.  This,  nati'ally,  caused  some 
disappointment  ;  bur  tho  crofters  had  enough  grain  to  supply  thiMr  wants  during  the 
winter,  for  seed  grain  in  1^'Jl,  and  to  pay  the  store  debts  they  had  incurred,  in  LsUl 
Manitoba  and  the  Nortii-AVest  Territories,  with  a  few  exceptions,  enjoyed  a  bountiful 
jarvest  ;  but,  nnforturiaU.'ly.  the  Saltcotits  iJistricfc  was  one  of  the  excejitions,  the 
entire  crop  of  whetit  being  .-eriou.ly  (himageil  liy  frost  in  the  last  week  of  Augusi. 
The  crofters  were,  however,  .-elf-supporting',  and  did  not  require  any  assistance  from 
the  Board,  excei)t  in  the  way  of  seed-gr.ain  in  the  following  spring. 

The  position  as  regards  last  year  is  explained  in  the  report  of  the  agent  of  the 
Board. 

Owing  to  this  state  of  affairs,  the  Board  was  asked  in  the  spring  of  this  year  to 
allow  a.  further  advance  to  the  settlers  of  seed-grain  and  fodder ;  and  it  has  been 
sanctioned. 

After  the  annual  report  of   the   agc'iit  was  received,  information  reaclu'd   the  ]ioard 
that,   iluring    Uie    winter,  the    cattle    in    the  Saltcoats   settlement    sufl'ered   somewhat 
severely,  in  common  with  tho  cattle  belonging   to  other  settlors  in  the  neighbourhood 
The  matter  is  being  inquirei!  into  and  will  receive  evi'ry  consideration. 

The  atttnition  of  the  Board  has  been  called  to  .several  matle.'s  of  complaint  by  the 
Saltcoats  settlers,  dating  from  the  lime  of  their  arrival  in  the  country  down  to  a  recent 
date.  Most  of  the  allegations  have  already  l)een  fully  dealt  with,  and  were  inves- 
tigated by  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  Colonisation,  which 
made  its  report  in  iMil.  Advantage  has,  however,  been  taken  of  the  visit  to  the 
Dominion  of  Sir  Cllarle^  Tupper.  tlie  High  Comniis.>ioner  for  Canada,  a  Member  of  the 
Board,  to  ask  hnn  lo  .nqmn'  iiiu  the  condition  and  complaints  of  the  setth.'rs,  and  he 
has  been  good  enough  to  undertaki'  lo  do  so. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  agent's  ri'jiorts  that  he  does  not  consider  that  there  will 
be  serious  loss,  if  ;iny  at  all,  m  res])ect  of  those  families  who  have  abandoned  their 
homesteads. 


In  tlio  ScsHioii  of  lsi)2  Mil  ad.litiniiiil  vote  of  7,500/.  was  '^ifmUnl  for  furthor 
i>x|)ormi('iils  roiiiiirtud  with  (■oloriisiitinii,  in  view  of  tho  report  of  tho  Soloct  Committee 
on  (Colonisation  in  fuvoui'  of  ;i  cniiiiii!  .ii.ion  of  tlie  scliome. 

Wo  were  uIko  of  the  opinion  ilmt  fnrtlier  experiments  should  bo  tried  in  view  of  tho 
Viiliiiilile  (-xperienee  tlint  hul  been  acrpiired  in  conne\io!i  with  the  .M'ttlemenlH  at 
Kili.ii-ney  and  ;U  Saltcojith. 

The  Sul)-('(iinmittoe  of  the  lioiird  nt  Winnipeg;-,  and  its  agent,  wviv  re(pieater|,  there- 
fore, early  in  Miiy  1,S'J2,  to  arrange  for  tho  preparation  of  land  for  .'^0  lainili('s  which 
it  was  intended  to  eiidgi'atu  in  tlie  present  year. 

This  pre|iiiralion  is  considered  to  he  almo.st  alisuliitely  necessary,  n.^  it  ensures,  as  far 
lis  is  possible,  a  crop  iii  the  lirst  year  of  settlement,  [n  (khor  circumstances  the  crop  tho 
first  year  becomes  somewhat  uncertain,  and  the  cpiestion  of  the  maintenance  uf  the 
settlers  duriie^'  the  first  winter  is  liable  io  I'ecptire  consideration. 

Certain  difliculties,  however,  appeared  in  the  way.  it  was  otdy  after  a  consid(M'ablo 
correspcmdence  between  tJu^  '.ub-* 'ommittee  and  the  JMinistei'  "of  the  Interior  that  a 
district  was  specified  in  which  tin-  neces.<ary  land  coidd  be  reserved;  but  nj)oii 
examination  the  agent  of  the  Hoard  re[)orted  that  it-  v,as  not  in  his  opinion  altogether 
suitable  i'oi'  colonisation  purposes. 

It  was  then  too  hite  to  enable  preparations  to  be  made  on  other  land  iliat  nu<dit  be 
selected,  as  it  is  iieccs.sary  that  any  broahing  and  other  work  should  be  done  befo''i'e  the 
1st  of  .Inly. 

In  the  n^eanvinu',  however,  a  circular  had  been  issued  in  the  crofting  parishes  in  the 
highlands  and  i -lands  of  Scotlaml  inviting  apijlications  from  families  desiriiiLT  to 
particinate  in  tho  scheme.  No  applications  were,  however,  received  from  families  in 
the  disficts  from  which  tho  settlers  at  Killarney  and  Saltcoats  came. 

In  view  of  the:-e  circumstances,  the  ^^ecnnary  foi' Scotland  decided  that  it  would  be 
preferable  not  to  arrange  for  any  emigration  in  tho  spring  of  IS'JIi. 

According  to  recenl  advices,  tho  harvest  in  Manitoba  and  theNorth-West  Territories 
of  (Canada  promiseil  to  be  favourable,  and  it  is  hojied  that  the  crofiors  in  both  the 
Saltcoats  and  Killai'ney  settlements  will  participate  in  its  beiielils.
